From the family of Dr. Raoul Cardamatis. THe model "Olive" was used 
by Norman Lindsay for several years in the late 1930's. The painting was 
highly probable to have been painted in this period. In a note from the 
widow of Dr. Raoul Cardamatis she records that her husband received this 
painting as a gift about 1955. Norman Lindsay was a friend and patient 
of the late Dr. Raoul Cardamatis who he often paid in kind for his medical 
treatment. Initially Norman Lindsay gave him this painting as an unsigned 
painting but in about 1969 Mrs Cardamatis wrote to Norman Lindsay 
asking him to sign it. An invitation was extended for her to visit him in his 
house and he signed the painting. He at that time was intending to donate 
his house to the N ational Trust and he was involved in a film on the book 
"The M agic Pudding’. 


Dr Cardamatis was the son of a Greek university professor and his German 

wife. He served in the Army and during this service as a surgeon his legs 
were badly damaged when he was blown up. He had come into contact 
with Australians during the war and liked them so he decided to migrate to 
Australia because of the post war upheavel in Europe. Upon arrival heredid 
his medical training to qualify as a doctor according to the standards of the 
Australian M edical Board, completing the three year course in two years. 
Initially he set up a practice at M arrickville but later became a M acquarie 
Street specialist in the field of psychology. He was appointed a doctor 
for the New South Wales Police Force and was a doctor for the United 
N ations in Geneva. A man of many talents, he also produced plays for the 
Independent Theatre together with Warwick Fairfax. In 1944 a portrait 
of Dr Cardamatis by W.H.N eal was one of the finalists in the Archibald 
Prize competition. When Dr Cardamatis died in 1959 hehad an impressive 
collection of awards. His collection of medals and other awards were sold 
in our saleN 0.89 (lot 4437).

Sir M aurice Charles O'Connell, the elder (1768-1848) 
commander of forces and lieutenant-governor of N ew South 
Wales, was born in County Kerry, Ireland. He studied in 
Paris for the Roman Catholic priesthood while under the 
patronage of a relative, General Count Daniel O'Connell 
of the Irish Brigade serving in the French Army. He left 
this calling when his father arranged for his entry to a 
military school. In 1792 he was appointed a captain in the 
French émigré forces serving on the French frontier under 
the Duke of Brunswick. Then in October 1794, after the 
reconstitution of the Irish Brigade in the British Army, he 
was appointed captain in Count Daniel O'Connell's 4th 
Regiment. Approximately six years later he was appointed 
captain in the lst West India Regiment, and saw service in 
Surinam, Grenada and Dominica. 


In January 1805 he was appointed brevet major and 
transferred to the 5th Regiment for servicein the West Indies 
distinguishing himself at Roseau in Dominica in February 
1805 when it was unsuccessfully attacked by greatly superior 
French forces. The H ouse of Assembly thanked him for this 
distinguished service and made a presentation of a sword 
valued at one hundred guineas. The committee of the 
Lloyd's Patriotic Fund also expressed its appreciation by 
giving him a sword valued at £50 and a plate valued at one 
hundred guineas. 


TheLloyd's Patriotic Fund had been established about three 
years earlier as anational subscription to receivefunds from 
every level of society both in Great Britain and its colonies. 
The basic aim of the fund was to help the wounded and the 
dependants of those who died on war service however It also 
made presentation awards such as swords and silver vases 
to those officers whose courage, skill and seamanship had 
made victories possible. The swords fell into three categories, 
£30 swords, £50 swords, £100 swords and Trafalgar swords 
being a variation of the £100 design. After 1809 presentation 
awards ceased when the heavy toll of casualties meant that 
all available funds were being used to assist the wounded and 
dependants. During the short period of the awards, a total 
of sixty silver vases and one hundred and fifty presentation 
swords were awarded.

In 1806 O'Connell transferred to the 73rd Regiment attaining 
the rank of lieutenant colonel in M ay 1809. Shortly after, 
in December 1809, the 1st Battalion of the 73rd Regiment 
under the command of Lieutenant Colonel O'Connell arrived 
at Port Jackson in Sydney accompanying Governor Lachlan 
M acquarie. The next month Lieutenant Colonel O'Connel 
was commissioned lieutenant-governor. Almost immediately, 
O'Connell began courting M ary Putland, the widow of 
Lieutenant Putland and daughter of the despised former 
Governor William Bligh. After a short courtship, and despite 
Bligh refusing to endorse O'Connell's request to marry his 
daughter, the couple were married at Government H ouseon 
8 M ay 1810 and Bligh sailed for England four days later. 
Prior to the marriage, M acquarie had granted O'Connell 
2,500 acres near Windsor. H enamed this property Riverston, 
and today it is the suburb of Riverstone. In the month after 
the wedding he also granted the new Mrs O'Connell 1,055 
acres in the district of Evan which adjoined acreage she had 
already received at Frogmore from Governor King. She was 
now quite well-off, owning 3,000 acres, 7,000 head of cattle 
and an income of £400 per annum. 


During Governor M acquarie's absence in Tasmania in the 
latter part of 1812 O'Connell administered government 
in New South Wales. As well as being the second-ranking 
officer in the Colony of N ew South Wales, O'Connell held 
down several other important positions. In M ay 1810 hewas 
appointed trustee of the Female Orphan Institution and in 
August of the same year was steward of theracecourse. O ther 
appointments include President of the Philanthropic Society 
in} anuary 1814. By now, M rsO'Connell's resentment against 
those who had ousted her father was causing considerable 
problems and embarrassment because she exercised great 
influence over her husband. Governor M acquarie determined 
the best course of action was to remove the problem so he 
arranged for the 73rd Regiment to berelieved and transferred 
it to Ceylon. O'Connell sailed with his regiment in M arch 
1814 subsequently leading it in the war against the King of 
K andy in 1815 and put down an uprising of the Kandians 
in 1817. In August 1819 he was promoted to colonel and 
in 1821 the regiment was recalled to Ireland. In July 1830 
he was promoted to the rank of major general and in 1835 
was knighted, being appointed Knight Commander of the 
Royal Guelphic Order (M ilitary). 


In December 1838 hereturned to Sydney as the commander 
of forcesin N ew South Wales with his son, Captain M aurice 
Charles O'Connell of the 73rd Regiment, as his military 
secretary. On arrival he was appointed to the Executive and 
Legislative Councils being the senior member and successor 
to the governorship. Less than a year later, in August 1839, 
Lady O'Connell once again created difficulties when she 
persuaded her husband to lodge several claims on behalf 
of the heirs to land granted to former Governor Admiral 
William Bligh including one for 105 acres at Parramatta 
that included the sites of The King's School, The Female 
Factory, the Roman Catholic school and chapel, and many 
houses. In February 1841 a settlement was reached whereby 
the daughter of Bligh surrendered her claim to the land at 
Parramatta but she and her husband were granted titles 
to other properties one of which was Camperdown, the 
site of the present suburb. N ot long after they sold this for 
£25,000. TheO'Connells lived and entertained in lavish style 
at Tarmons, a two-storey villa, on the site of the present-day 
St Vincents College in Victoria Street, Potts Point. 
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In November 1841 O'Connell was appointed lieutenant 
general, in December 1842 appointed colonel of the 81st 
regiment and in J anuary 1844 colonel! of the 80th Regiment. 
In 1843-44 hewas a nominated member of the partly-elected 
Legislative Council and in 1844 his name was at the top of 
the list of nineteen persons nominated for a colonial order 
of merit. When Governor George Gipps left office on 11 
July 1846, Sir M aurice O'Connell was acting-governor of 
N ew South Wales from 12 July to 2 August until the arrival 
of Governor Charles Fitzroy who took over on 3 August. In 
1847 he was succeeded as commander of the forces in N ew 
South Wales by M ajor General Edward Buckley Wynyard. 


Sir M aurice was about to leave for England when he died 
suddenly at Darlinghurst on 25 M ay 1848. He was given 
a full military funeral. It was reported that, despite the 
inclemency of the weather, thousands on thousands attended 
the melancholy procession with guns firing from Fort Phillip 
at Benelong Point as the cortege of 150 carriages wended its 
way from Tarmons to the service held at St James' Church, 
which still stands today at thenorthern exit of St James train 
station. After the service the general's body was delivered to 
the Burial Ground in George Street. His wife M ary then left 
thecolony returning to England whereshelived at Gloucester 
until her death on 10 December 1864, aged 81. 


There is a memorial to the general at St James’ Church. 
O'Connell, M aurice Charles, | know that my redeemer liveth 
and that heshall stand at the latter day upon the earth. J ob. 
X1X.24 Sacred to the memory of Lieut. Genl. Sir M aurice 
Charles O'Connell KCH Colonel of the 80th Regiment, 
Lieut. Governor of this Colony from 1810 to 1814; and 
Commander of the Forces from 1838 to 1847. H edied M ay 
25th 1848. "The ear that heard him blessed him and the eye 
that saw him gave witness to him: because he delivered the 
poor that cried, thefatherless, and him that had noneto help 
him. The blessing of him that was ready to perish came upon 
him: and he caused the widow's heart to sing for joy." Job 
29th Chapr. 11, 12, 13 verses South wall No.62 Heis also 
commemorated with Sydney's O'Connell Street having been 
named in his honour. 


Sir Maurice's son, Sir M aurice Charles O'Connell, the 
younger (1812-1879) was born at Sydney in 1812. After a 
distinguished military career during which he fought with 
the British Legion in Spain and was created a Knight in 
several Spanish orders, he went on to become prominent in 
Queensland politics. Hewas commandant of the local forces 
and on four occasions was acting-governor of Queensland. 
He was Knighted in 1868. There is a monument to his 
memory at Toowong in Queensland. O'Connelltown, now 
absorbed into thelarger adjoining suburb of Windsor, about 
three kilometres from Brisbane, was named in his honour. 
H eleft no children to carry on the family name.

This epergne was a testimonial to David and Amelia Campbell for the stand 
they made against the notorious bushrangers, Ben Hall, Johnny Gilbert and 
John O'M eally, when they attacked them at about 8.45pm on 19 N ovember 
1863 at Goimbla, a homestead at Eugowra Creek about 32 miles from Forbes 
in N ew South Wales. Apparently this attack was made in retaliation to the 
hard stance that M r Campbell had taken against the bushrangers including 
the leading of parties to capture or repel them. When bailed up at his front 
door, David Campbell resisted, was fired upon and retaliated by firing off 
his double barrel shotgun. Immediately the property was under siege by the 
three bushrangers and in the ensuing battle David's brother William was 
wounded, the barn was set on fire and destroyed along with its contents and 
David's much-loved horse was killed and the bushranger, John O'M eally 
was shot and killed. 


At a Magisterial enquiry conducted by Mr. William Farrand, Police 
M agistrate, Forbes, New South Wales, various statements were tendered 
and in his deposition, David Campbell stated in part, 'H einstantly fired the 
contents of two barrels at my face, which | replied to by discharging one of 
the barrels of my gun. The man immediately fled around the corner of the 
building, and joined one or two others at the front door. | followed a short 
distance, and, seeing their strength, retired to my bedroom. Thedining-room 
before mentioned was lighted up with a strong kerosene lamp, and the 
window blinds were raised. A spare gun was leaning in the chimney corner. 
M y powder-flask, containing some powder and some bullets, together with a 
box of caps, werelying on the mantelpiece. M rsCampbell, whilst! wasin the 
bedroom, rushed into thedining room, and, under the fire of the bushrangers 
from the front verandah, succeeded in securing the gun and ammunition 
before mentioned, which she brought to me.......... Mrs Campbell had in 
the meantime, without my sanction, rushed across a paddock at the back 
of the house to the men's hut, distant from the house about 150 yards, for 
assistance, and was returning without success, and took up her position 
near to me with a servant girl........ Shortly after, Mrs Campbell called my 
attention to a man with a cabbage-tree hat, looking over the said fence in 
the direction of the burning premises. | immediately ran round the end of 
the house, and from the front corner, took a deliberate aim at the man's 
throat. | fired, retreated, and reloaded my gun.’ 


Thedeath of O'M eally was ruled to be'justifiable homicide’ and was widely 
acclaimed by the people of the area because he was a wanted felon who had 
committed various robberies and killed at least two people. This attack, 
particularly the unheard of shooting at a female, proved to be a turning 
point in respect of the fight against bushranging and galvanised public 
sentiment towards standing up to the 'ruffianly freebooters'. Later it was 
reported in the Sydney M ail of 5 March 1864 that a public meeting had 
been convened at the Chamber of Commerce. In an opening address, the 
newly appointed chairman, Mr Holt MLA madereferenceto M rs Campbell 
when hestated that he hoped the result of the meeting would be the getting 
up of a testimonial that would be worthy of Mr Campbell's acceptance 
not a mere vote expressing admiration of his conduct and that of his noble 
wife, but such as should be preserved as an heirloom in the family for many 
generations to come. Mr Campbell had rendered a more efficient service in 
putting a stop to bushranging than he believed the whole of the police put 
together; for since the death of O'M eally, scarcely anything had been heard 
about the rest of the gang. 
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The Rev George King moved the first resolution and in his speech he said 
‘Who could tell to what extent these desperadoes might have carried their 
excursions through the country if the gallant Campbell had not met them and 
brokeup the gang? M r Campbell did it. But he was not alone. A daughter of 
Australia - alady brought up and educated in Sydney - well worthy to bethe 
wife of such a man stood by his side, and, aided by her cool self-possession 
and noble courage, he was able to repel his assailants, and left the foremost 
of his more than savage assailants dead on the field. In averting to Mrs 
Campbell's conduct in this affair, an incident occurred during the tragic scene 
which had not yet come before the public, and which it might be of interest 
to mention; he had it from the lips of M rs Campbell herself. 


After she had secured thearms and ammunition in the midst of the discharge 
of revolvers, two of which grazed her breast - one on the right side and 
the other on the left; after she had brought these necessary supplies to her 
husband, a thought struck her that the four servant men, who slept in a 
hut about a hundred yards distant from the house, might be placed in such 
position as to render considerable aid to her husband. For this purpose she 
left the house stealthily through the back passage, and made her way through 
the darkness of the night to the hut in question; but no arguments on her 
part could prevail on the hut keepers to venture their precious persons for 
one moment from their precious den. She was obliged therefore to return 
alone, and in doing so the vulture eye of Gilbert caught sight of her, and 
he immediately commanded her to stand or he would blow her brains out. 
She paid no attention to this threat, but dashed on, made her way to the 
house, and took her place again by her husband's side. It would also be 
remembered that it was Mrs Campbell who made the discovery that the 
assailants had shown themselves within range, and communicated the same 
to her husband. ' 


Some months later, on 3 August 1864, the Committee for the testimonial 
to the Campbells met at the M etropole Hotel, chaired by Rev King who 
announced that of the money raised, £150/0/0 be used to buy a silver 
centrepiece and candelabra’. The task of securing a suitable item was 
allocated to M r Edward Chisholm of Sydney who madean acquisition from 
Hardy's, Sydney. The testimonial presentation of an epergne to Mr and 
M rs Campbell and in addition, a silver tea urn to Mrs Campbell and a gold 
watch to Mr Campbell was made at the Campbell's residence, Goimbla, on 
Friday 7th October 1864. The watch was presented to Mr Campbell first 
and then M rs Campbell was presented with the sterling silver epergne along 
with an expression of the devotedness she had manifested to her husband in 
the hour of difficulty and peril, and the courage she had displayed in aiding 
him to resist the dastardly attack upon their home by Gilbert and his gang. 
H er husband replied on behalf of both of them. Then, Mr J G King, Gold 
Commissioner, as representative of the ladies of Adelong, presented M rs 
Campbell with a silver plated tea urn which carried the inscription,'The 
ladies of Upper and M iddle Adelong present this token of esteem to Mrs 
Campbell, as an appreciation of her heroic conduct displayed during the 
attack at Goimbla by bushrangers, on 19th N ovember, 1868.' 


Other recognition was a handwritten address to Mr and Mrs Campbell 
signed by 92 signatures of male residents of Forbes and District and another 
address to M rs Campbell printed on silk from the ladies of M iddleand Upper 
Adelong, 'Wetheundersigned, on behalf of ourselves and other ladies resident 
on theM iddleand Upper Adelong, beg your acceptance of the accompanying 
Testimonial, as a small token of our esteem for the heroism by you on the 
night of the 19th November 1863, in assisting your worthy husband in 
defending your lives and property from the attack of bushrangers, which 
resulted in the death of one of a band of villains whose lives were stained 
by the worst of crimes; and we feel we cannot allow such an act to pass by 
without thus publicly recording our admiration of your conduct, whereby 
you have made the whole colony your debtors.’ Financial rewards totalling 
over 2,000 were given and Mr Campbell was awarded a gold Bushranger 
M edal. The whereabouts of this medal is unknown but the other testimonials 
are held as follows, gold watch (Public Library Sydney), testimonial hand- 
written address by residents of Forbes and District (N ational M useum of 
Australia), address printed on silk (National Museum of Australia), and 
silver plated tea urn (N ational M useum of Australia). 


The epergne presented to Mrs Campbell is the only epergne presentation 
made as recognition for resisting bushrangers and M rs Campbell was one of 
only two women to receive any public recognition for such heroism in over 
one hundred years of bushranger activity in Australia. Thus the epergne is 
an unique piece of Australian colonial bushranger history and as such should 
be regarded as a national treasure. 


The feats of Mr and Mrs Campbell are recorded in several published works 
for example, The Trooper Police of Australia by A L Haydon, p 165; History 
of Australian Bushranging by Charles White Vol.2 pp 88-90; Ben Hall by

Christian Ludwig Qwist (Qvist) (1818-1877) has long been regarded as 
one of Australia's finest goldsmiths. He was born in Denmark in 1818 and 
came to Australia at the time of the gold rushes. From 1854 to 1860, hewas 
working asa studio photographer and artist in Sandhurst (Bendigo). During 
this period he practised his craft as a goldsmith in M cCrae Street, Bendigo. 
Detailed descriptions of presentation items, and of commissions that he 
undertook from 1856 to 1860, are to be found in the 'Bendigo Advertiser’. 
The ‘Advertiser’ of 24 April 1857, described Q wist's workshop as follows; 
',..M any persons in the colonies are apt to imagine that no article of any 
consequence, especially of dress or jewellery, can be obtained or madeso well 
and tastefully in a provincial town as in one of the great metropolitan cities, 
but a visit to theshop of Mr C.L. Q vist (sic) J eweller, of M cCrae Street, will 
speedily remove such scepticism... A visit to Mr Q vist's bijouterie will most 
likely satisfy the most fastidious that they need not go far out of Sandhurst 
to get jewels and other articles of adornment manufactured to their order.’ 
M ost of Qwist's work was made in gold, befitting the goldfield town. Also 
in 1857, Qwist was commissioned to make the Seal of the Corporation of 
Sandhurst (Bendigo). H awkins (1990) has queried whether Q wist had found 
both occupations necessary in order to maintain a reasonable standard of 
living. Qwist possibly sensed a different challenge in the pioneering field of 
photography in the 1850s. There is later evidence to suggest that Q wist was 
by no means 'well off'. C.L.Q wist was in Sydney by 1861, and in that year 
married Anna Price. Eventually Q wist worked in association with H ogarth 
during the period 1861 to 1863. By 1864, Qwist was established in his 
own workshop at 15 Hunter Street operating from 1864 to 1874. During 
this time he was listed as a manufacturing jeweller and goldsmith. Q wist's 
reputation asa goldsmith rests on the fine work produced in Bendigo, on the 
noteworthy Sydney Cups of 1869 and 1870, and on hissilver mounted emu 
egg claret jugs (H awkins 1990). The latter are to be seen in the collection of 
the N ational Gallery of Victoria, Melbourne. Qwist's gold jewellery was 
displayed at the Paris Exhibition of 1867, and at the Sydney Exhibition of 
1870. Regrettably, illustrations of this exhibition jewellery have not been 
sighted. In Paris, C.L. Qwist exhibited a brooch, a small brooch, a pair of 
earrings, two bracelets, a buckleand a pair of sleevelinks. All wereof 18 carat 
gold and bore'representations emblematical of N ew South Wales’. In Sydney, 
in 1870, he exhibited '] ewellery and Ornaments in gold and silver’. By 1875, 
the business was trading as Qwist and Clarke, jewellers and watchmakers, 
then at 17 Hunter Street. Unequivocally, this partnership involved J] oseph 
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Clarke of Darling Road, Balmain. The partnership continued until 1877, 
at which time they were listed as gold and silversmiths. Following Q wist's 
death in the same year, Joseph Clarke traded as a jeweller and goldsmith 
at Darling Road, Balmain at least until 1882. (Reprinted from ‘Australian 
Jewellers Gold & Silversmiths’ by K. Cavill, G. Cocks and J. Grace, with 
kind permission of C.G.C. Gold Pty Ltd, NSW.) Th piece offered here is 
an example of Q wist's early work in Bendigo and is significant in that it is 
signed 'C.L.Q vist', rather than 'C.L.Q wist', as on his later work. Qvwist's 
Sydney gold racing cup won by 'M ermaid' in 1871 held the world record 
for a piece of Australian gold or silver for many years after it was sold in 
1994. A NSW silver agricultural medal (c.1865) by C.L. Qwist was sold at 
our auction in April 1999 (N oble N umismatics, Sale 60, lot 999).

Sir Ronald Aylmer Fisher was born at East Finchely, London on 17 
February 1890 to fine art auctioneers, George and K atie (neé H eath) Fisher. 
His eyesight was already poor as a child so when he won a mathematics 
scholarship to H arrow at the age of 14, heneeded extra tutoring, this being 
given by G.H.P. M ayo. Hethen won another scholarship in mathematics to 
Cambridge University in 1909, graduating in 1912 with aB.A. in astronomy 
and quantum physics under J. J eans. 


In 1911, at Fisher’s urging, the Cambridge University Eugenics Society was 
established and heserved on its Council and also spoke there on the theories 
of the day. In 1912 he published his first paper presenting what would later 
become known as the ‘method of maximum likelihood’. During his time at 
the university he worked and did study on various statistical theories until he 
took a statistical job with the M ercantile and General Investment Company 
in London while also training with the Territorial Army in 1913. He was 
rejected for war service because of his bad eyesight so he taught high school 
mathematics and physics. Around this time, his theoretical studies drew the 
attention of an eminent statistician at the time, K arl Pearson. Pearson refuted 
Fisher’s theories and this actually brought Fisher’s name into the limelight 
and over the ensuing years ongoing disagreement and sometimes violent 
confrontations occurred between the two protagonists. 


Fisher was actually correct in his findings but because of Pearson’s fame, the 
R oyal Society withdrew Fisher’s papers on his theories from its consideration. 
In 1919 Pearson in fact offered Fisher a job, no doubt because he recognized 
his great ability, however Fisher declined and instead took a position as 
statistician at Rothamsted Experimental Station which was involved in 
agricultural research and this resulted in his famous paper, ‘Statistical 
M ethods for Research Workers’. Following this, in 1920, Fisher was greatly 
interested in the problem of natural selection and population genetics writing 
another famous work, ‘Genetical Theory of Natural Selection’. Two other 
important papers were to follow, onein 1922 on maximum likelihood and 
onein 1925 relating to small observational samples collected from scientific 
experiments. 


In 1929 Fisher was elected as a Fellow of the Royal Society as a 
mathematician. H e continued his research while teaching in the summer at 
lowa State University in 1931 and 1936 and in between in 1933 he accepted 
the position as Galton Professor of Eugenics at Cambridge University. In 1935 
with the establishment of the Rockefeller Foundation for human serological 
research Fisher evaluated the Rh blood groups and in the process predicted 
two new antibodies. During WWII his research department was forced to 
move and with no funding he accepted an election to the Balfour Chair of 
Genetics at Cambridge in 1943. Lack of research funding continued after 
the war and although he continued to support statistics and the practical 
uses for same in experimentation, he also began to pursue his own varied 
interests. H etravelled a bit and after he retired in 1957 he joined in research 
with E.A. Cornish in Adelaide, South Australia in 1959 where he died on 
29 July 1962. 


Some of Sir Ronald Aylmer Fisher’s numerous honours, memberships and 
awards include three medals of the Royal Statistical Society, the Darwin 
M edal (1948) and the Copley M edal (1956), honorary degrees from 
numerous universities, membership of over twenty academies, societies and 
institutes and a British knighthood in 1952. 


Fisher’s ashes lie in St. Peter’s Cathedral on the corner of King William 
Road and Pennington Terrace, N orth Adelaide where there is a memorial 
pew inscribed, ‘In memory of Sir Ronald Fisher FRS 1890-1962’ and on 
the floor beside it is a brass plate inscribed, ‘Ronald Aylmer Fisher Kt. ScD 
FRS 1890-1962’.

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F Lassetter & Coy Ld came into existence when Frederic Lassetter took 
charge of L Iredale and Co in 1863 and changed thename. The firm became 
one of Sydney's largest universal providers selling everything from steam 
engines to groceries. It had premises in George Street which occupied most 
of the western block between M arket and King Streets and also warehouses 
in Clarence and York Streets as well as Surry Hills and in 1910 employed 
about 1,000 workers. Frederic died in 1911 and his son, Henry, became 
M anaging Director. Henry had an illustrious military career and as a 
Lieutenant Colonel heled the N ew South Wales M ounted Rifles detachment 
to England for Queen Victoria's Diamond J ubilee and headed the colonial 
escort for the procession. H e also commanded the Second N ew South Wales 
M ounted Rifles in the Boer War, was mentioned in dispatches and honoured 
with a Companion of the Order of the Bath. Previously he served on the 
Soudan Expedition 1884-1885. He left Sydney in 1915 to take command 
of a territorial brigade. It was in this year that his son, Frederick, who was 
recovering from a war wound along with his mother were passengers on 
the RMS Lusitania when it was torpedoed and sunk. They both survived. 
After creditable war service Henry Lassetter was appointed Companion 
of the Order of St Michael and St George in January 1917 and later that 
year was promoted to Brigadier-General. After demobilisation in 1920 he 
lived in England for a few years returning to Sydney in 1924. H edeveloped 
complications after an appendicitis operation and died in 1926. He was 
buried at Sydney's South H ead Cemetery in a'semi-military' funeral attended 
by theR oyal Australian Artillery Band, military and business representatives 
and about 600 personnel from the Lassetter company. In this same year, F 
Lassetter & Coy Ld ceased to exist when its entire stock was acquired by 
its main rival, Anthony Hordern & Sons.

SIEGE NOTES 


In 1884 General Charles G Gordon (known as Chinese 
Gordon of 55 days at Peking fame) was sent to the Sudan 
by the British Government in order to arrange evacuation of 
Egyptian soldiers, civilians and their families put in danger by 
the revolt of the religious leader Known astheM ahdi against 
British occupation. When the general arrived at Khartoum 
hefound the Treasury nearly empty and so to pay his troops, 
who were already three months in arrears with their pay, he 
requested funds from the Egyptian Treasury. Unfortunately, 
the money never got past an Egyptian official at Berber. 


By now the city was under siege and to avoid desertion of 
his troops, Gordon decided to issue his own money. The 
first notes were issued on April 25, 1884 and all notes have 
this common date. Gordon personally guaranteed the notes 
otherwise the men would not accept them. A large quantity 
of the notes were actually signed personally by Gordon 
because local merchants refused to accept notes printed 
with a hectographic signature. The wanted the real thing. 
The notes were issued in various denominations from one 
piastre to five thousand piastres. 


Over 90,000 notes were printed however when Khartoum 
fell, the M ahdi decreed that possession of the notes was 
punishable by death. N onetheless some notes were smuggled 
out of the city to Egypt only to reside in the vaults of the 
Caisse de la Dette for three decades. When they were re 
discovered, the notes totalling nearly 3,500 wereto besold 
to raise money for a fund in memory of General Gordon. 
Prior to this however, historical research was conducted on 
them and although some were sold for charitable purposes 
a number were believed destroyed during World War Il. 


Thenumber of surviving Siege of Khartoum, General Gordon 
notes that have survived is not exactly known however one 
fact is certain and that is the scarcity of the notes available 
to collectors. A selection of these notes is on offer in the 
following 51 lots, some actually signed by General Gordon, 
truly great historical reminders of a significant event in 
world history.

Thomas dela Condamine, born in Guernsey, educated at the R oyal M ilitary 
College, commissioned as an ensign in 1814, appointed to Royal Staff Corps 
1815, promoted lieutenant in 1825 transferring to the 57th Regiment. He 
arrived at Sydney in December of thesame year as aide-de-camp to Governor 
Sir Ralph Darling. He served in many positions in government both paid 
and honorary and was connected with several institutions. He lived as a 
part of Governor Darling's household and had considerable influence over 
goverment affairs much to the consternation of more senior government 
figures. The Condamine River was named in his honour as was Condamine 
Street, Balgowlah. H eestablished the Australian Subscription Library which 
later became the Public Library of N ew South Wales. The Bank of Australia 
was established by John M acarthur in 1826 with William H enry M ackenzie 
as cashier after an exclusive subscription of 1000 £100 shares. In it's early 
years it was an aggressive competitor to the Bank of N.S.W. However, the 
bank failed during the banking crisisin 1843 because of heavy over-lending. 
(see MVR pp64-5). As a shareholder, Thomas de la Rue lost more than 
£1,200 when the bank collapsed.

William Redfern, a surgeon's matein the Royal N avy, was sentenced to death 
for his part in thenaval mutiny of the N orein 1797. After serving four years 
in an English jail he was transported to N ew South Wales in 1802.

This lot comes from an important hoard of Greek gold staters from thetime 
of the M ithradatic War (88-86 B.C.). They were issued by M ithradates V| 
of Pontus who used the design of the famous issues two centuries earlier of 
Lysimachos. T hese staters with the head of Alexander the Great linked him 
to Alexander, history's greatest conqueror. At the age of 18, M ithradates 
embarked on a career of conquest, bringing most of the lands around the 
Black Sea under his control. These policies brought him into conflict with 
Romeand heconsequently tried to liberate the East from Romeand quickly 
defeated the local garrisons and massacred every Roman citizen in Asia (some 
80,000 in one night). Athens welcomed him as a liberator, but the Roman 
response came in 87 B.C. The Consul L. Sulla with five legions captured 
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Athens and pursued M ithradates back to Asia M inor. M ithradates was fined 
2000 talents (600,000 gold staters) and returned to Pontus. T hese gold staters 
were probably struck during his campaign in T hracein late 88 to early 87 B.C. 
to pay his mercenary soldiers. Three cities struck these coins. Alternatively 
another view has been put forward suggesting that these coins were issues 
by Brutus in the Civil War of 44-42 B.C. See Celator, January 2000 (pp. 
22-24). This may still prove to be the correct interpretation.

The Coson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the exiled 
assassin of | ulius C aesar, was raising troopsin northern Greece in preparation 
for the final confrontation with Caesar's heirs M ark Antony and Octavian. 
Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this coinage was evidently a gift 
from an allied Dacian king from the lower Danube region. The king's name 
Coson appears on the coin and Brutus’ name is reduced to a monogram 
which appears on some issues, including this example. Coson's coin type 
makes sense in terms of Roman propaganda. The eagle trampling a sceptre 
and the wreath symbolizes the anti-monarchical sentiments that prompted 
Caesar's assassination. The obverse type showing a Roman magistrate with 
his attendants, is copied from the coinage struck by Brutus himself in 54 
B.C. It depicts an ancestor of Brutus who overthrew the Tarquin kings and 
founded the Roman Republic, serving as its first chief magistrate. T his design 
thus serves to emphasize Brutus’ attachment to the Republican traditions.

Robert H epworth "The 4th Century B.C. M agistrate C oinage of the Boiotian 
Confederacy pp.61-89 (Nom Khron). Hellenic Numismatic Society, 1998) 
describes the series as having 97 different reverse varieties noted from 1700 
examples recorded from all thesources. T heseries is divided into four major 
groups with sub-division within. It is established by die-links and hoard 
evidence of the approximate order of issue. The series appears to have an 
annual change of magistrates. This variety is noted by H eoworth as part of 
Group A3, No.3 in table with a rarity of 21-50 known examples. BCD notes 
that the role of Androkleidas as one of the insurrection in leading T heban 
nationalists and his eventual exile and assasination in Athens. (seeH epworth 
Epaminondas pp.38-39 in Proceedings of the 10th International Congress 
London, 1986). BCD further speculates on the large flan of this coinage issue 
as having a special significance which relates to the closing stages of the power 
struggle that was taking place in Thebes before 382 B.C. It culminated in the 
Spartan intervention and seizure of Kadmeia in that year.

Robinson and Price in an article in the Num. Chron. 1967 (p.1-6) "The 
Emergency Coinage of Timotheus", described these coins as the issue 
minted by the Athenian commander Timotheos during his siege of Olynthos 
(emergency grain money in reference to the kernel of wheat) in the late 360's 
B.C. According to the pseudo-A ristotelian (O ikonomika 2,23.1), Timotheos 
ran out of money and issued bronze coins (probably tariffed at three obols), 
which he promised to redeem later in silver in order to provide his troops 
with ration money. The irregular nature of his coinage and the fact that it 
was struck far from Athens account for anomalies in the series. Six of the 
seven coins found at theO lynthos excavations belong to this variety. H owever 
Kroll notes that in the Athens Agora excavations nine more examples were 
found and a further three others acquired at Thebes and M acedon. Kroll 
believes that they are the remnants of the N orth Aegean coinage that was 
never redeemed in full and travelled home with the troops and rowers. 
Probably less than thirty examples survive of this a most interesting short 
term expediency coinage struck in a time of a financial crisis. This important 
small coinage is possibly the first siege coins struck. They are also the first 
bronze coinage of Athens that were apparently issued so far from Athens, 
near O lynthus.

T his issue has been attributed to Jerusalem and represents a need to supply 
good silver shekels, based on the] ewish Law theM ishna, which required that 
from theage of 13 every male had to pay the temple an annual tribute of half 
a shekel. This gave an enormous income (about 500,000 shekels annually) 
to the Temple at Jerusalem. The M ishna is very clear about the nature of 
this tribute, stipulating it be made with pure silver and in the example given 
"of Tyrian Currency" (M ishnah, Bechorot, 8.7). Thelaw remained in effect 
until the Temple destruction in A.D. 70. This issue is confirmed in the} ewish 
sources about the production in J erusalem of Tyrian shekels from Tosephta 
Kethuboth 13:20 "Silver mentioned in the Pentateuch is always a Tyrian 
silver: What is a Tyrian silver?

By far the most important amulet in ancient Egypt was the scarab, 
symbolically as sacred to the Egyptians as the cross is to Christians.

Osiris, the Resurrection God, is the central figure in the afterlife myth and 
in Egyptian mythology as a whole. His name means "The Seat of the Eye’. 
To die and be properly prepared for the other life is to become one with 
Osiris in the underworld over which he rules. Osiris received earthly rule 
from his father, Geb. His brother Seth envied his hegemony; he enticed 
Osiris into a chest and flung him into the Nile.

Osiris, however already belonged 
to the world of the dead, and although after his resurrection he could have 
reclaimed his throne, he preferred to maintain his kingdom in the Land of 
the Dead, leaving his vindication on earth in the hands of his posthumous 
son H orus.

H eis represented as a man with the head 
of an ibis, which is often crowned by the crescent moon supporting the full 
moon disk. He often holds a writing palette. He was also famous for being 
the creator of hieroglyphs, and was known as "the lord of holy words".

Thetear bottle tradition has endured for morethan 3,000 years. Tear bottles, 
or lachrymatory, were common in ancient M iddle Eastern societies.

A Fibula (Latin "to fasten" ) isan ancient brooch. Technically, the Latin term 
fibulae refers specifically to Roman brooches, however, the term is widely 
used to refer to brooches from the entire ancient and early medieval world. 
Unlike modern brooches, fibulae were not only decorative, they originally 
served a practical function being to fasten clothes, cloaks and other garments.

Owen Hugh Knox M aguire, was born in 1886 and entered the Royal N avy 
as a cadet in 1902. After service off Somaliland as Lieutenant on HMS 
Philomel he retired 11 J uly 1910. Here-engaged for WWI and commanded 
gun-boat, HMS Bustard and was noted for his service during the naval 
bombardment and attack upon the Belgian coast in co-operation with the 
Army, 22-]uly - 19 November 1915. Promoted to Lieutenant Commander 
1 April 1916 heserved at Felixstowe Air Station which operated flying boat 
patrols to hunt for submarines. 


In his book, The Spider Web, Sqn Ldr T D Hallam, refers to 'James The 
One’ or 'Number One’ M aguire, who in the course of his duties, ran the 
Station in the absence of the CO who for long periods was engaged in 
experimental seaplane research. Lieutenant Commander O H K Maguire 
was First Lieutenant of the Station and he ran it under naval routine with 
the time being tapped off on a bell and the ship's company being divided 
into watches. 'James The One’ had a shrewd tongue and was rather feared 
by the junior officers. 


On 14June1917 M aguire was awakened at daybreak by the ringing of the 
telephone, it was a coded message resulting in the duty pilots, Billiken and 
Dickey scrambled to take-off and after a long search they found a Zeppelin, 
L43, 600 feet long, looming out of the mist and after a short engagement 
they destroyed it (DSO 1/10/17). The 'Spider's Web' Seaplane Patrol devised 
at Felixstowe was highly successful starting on 13 April 1917 and in twelve 
months to 12 April 1918 flew 605 patrols encompassing 105,300 nautical 
miles, sighted and reported 47 U-boats, bombed 25 of them and destroyed 
one Zeppelin. 


On the amalgamation of the RFC and the RNAS into the RAF on 1 April 
1918, M aguireis recorded as Lieutenant Colonel and on 1 November 1919 


he is shown as employed at the Air Ministry as a Temporary Lieutenant 
Colonel.

Colonel O.H.N.M aguire dated 2 Nov 1919 and a personal letter dated 23

Also in February 1915 he left 
Sandhurst and commenced pilot training on the M aurice Farnham Biplane 
at the M ilitary School, Shoreham. He graduated at the Royal Aero Flying 
Club with Pilot's Licence No0.1223 on 5 M ay 1915. He transferred to the 
RFC on 14 September 1915 being appointed Flying Officer, 9 Sqn, a scouting 
unit flying B.E.2s. On 29 M arch 1916 hewas appointed Acting Commander 
of 4 Sqn and on 11 April 1916 he was appointed Temporary Captain from 
2/Lieutenant.

This indicates not only good work by 
pilot and observers in the air, but unremitting care and hard work on the 
part of your Wireless Officers, Wireless M echanics and O perators, on whose 
cooperation this system is based.

He went to 
training camp at H olsworthy on 17 December 1914 and oddly enough for a 
seaman he ended up in theAustralian Light H orse.O n 20 December 1914 he 
embarked for overseas service aboard HM AT Ayrshire then joining the M EF 
on Gallipoli on 15 M ay 1915. He was wounded in action at Anzac on 30 
July 1915. Hewas awarded theDCM on 23 September 1916 for his actions 
at Romani and Qatia on 4/5 August 1916 and M entioned in Despatches on 
13 October 1916. At war's end he enbarked for Australia on 15 November 
1918 and was discharged on 24 February 1919. 


He then looked at resuming his seagoing career but found that steam had 
replaced sail. Eventually he adjusted to this change and then proceeded to 
master the new technology. During this period, he must have mislaid his 
medals because he put a request to the Government for a replacement of 
his lost medals (see the next lot). During WWII he once again served but 
in the M erchant N avy. By this time he was a M aster of his ship. Following 
the war he continued his career. He was in the service of H.C.Sleigh, the 
petroleum company (Golden Fleece) and given command of the company's 
giant 27,500 ton super tanker, s.t. 'H amilton Sleigh’. Captain Archibald was 
Commodore of the Sleigh fleet when he died on 14 July 1962.
